POULTRV NOTES. 

Note* on thf svlt-rtlou of Winter Loyers 
aikI od Ott»«*r Llv0 TopU-tu 

Ik-fecls increase with age. and it is 
best to disjKise of all objectionable 
inemliers <if the flock early in the sea- 
son Do not kee| any chickens that 
appe.-f stunted; they always degrade 
the appearance of a IliHsk, and when 
once a fowl has beer stunt-.-d it is not 
fit for tireclinfi purjKises, and in fact 
is not worth the keeping. Disease, or 
a tendency to -lisease, is hereditary 

Discard all hens that show a ten- 
dency to lay on fat, and retair those 
that uii.Ier prop-.-r feeding will convert 
th« fiHvi into eggs inst-ad of fat. If 
part of the flock convert the food into 
fat instead of eggs, the profit the lay- 
ers might give is eaten up by the 
drone.s. No fowl should lie retained 
that daes notin some manner add to 
the profit of I he ll-K-k. 

Much care should be ob.served in se- 
lecting layers for breeding purposes 
every year, and ir a short time the en- 
tire flvick wiH consist of nothing hut 
layers. 

.A good layer has a small head, a 
long neck and back aud a wedge- 
shaped bo ly. The eyes are bright 
and the eonil, and wattles are of a ' 
bright red She isenergelie and active, 
starting at every sound ui motion with 
ac elaslie spring. 

A giKxl layer usually lays eggs that 
nil! hatch well. The very fact that 
she is a good layer shows that she is 
in a health.v condition, the consequence 
lieing that the gre:iler number of the 
eggs will Ih; fertile aud the chicks 
string and vigorous. 

A heu isaprilit until she is three 
years old; after that the number of 
eggs annually decreases, and she 
should not lie kept longer unless she 
is a world heaterand p,-rfectly healthy. 

The hens that moult early should be 
retained iu preference to those that 
moult late. They will come into profit 
early in winter, when eggs are at a 
good price. 

Hens that hatch and raise a brood 
make good winter layers. The rest 
they get by incubation tits mem for 
licller work wlien they start again. — 
Farm, Stia-k and Hume.

AN AUTOMATIC DIVER. 

lloir Bofs and <»lrU Can I'ondact an la- 
tervatlnff Kxpertment. 

Here is an interesting e.xperiment 
whieh is well worth a trial. Take a 
gla.ss jar full of water; drop into it a 
small cartllxiard box similar to that : 
shown in our illustration — No. 1. The 
section of the box there shown is of i 
course very much enlarged in propor- j 
tion to the jar given in the second fig- 
ure. The liottom of the Imix is provided 
with a numlier of small holes, and into ' 
the center of the cover a hole should 
also lie bored, in which should lie ; 
placed a valve made on the inside of a 
eardlKiard disc and on the outside of a 
wide cork, the two K-ing juiniul 
tliroiigh the hole by a hairpin or a 
needle, the space between the two 
discs being about the width of a finger. 
Tlie box .should lie ballasted by means 1 
of a few nails dropned to the bottom. I 
Tlien take a small bottle half filled j 
with the powder used in making so<la 
water and stopped with a cork having ^ 
a bole in the center, which should be . 
placed in.side. When this is done the ' 
Ihix Is ready for use in connection with ; 
tne glass jar. Place the liox in the ; 
water and it will at once sink to the !

three times as long as will those from 
hens mated with cocks. Hence, after 
hatching is over, remove the males, as 
the hens will lay fully as well without 
them. Keep the eggs as near 00 de- 
grees as possible, but 70 degrees is not 
too high. Keep them iu a cool place 
in summer and do not let them freeze 
in winter. Be sure and turn the eggs 
at least twice a week or the yolks will 
adhere to the shell, no matter how 
the.v may be preserved. This may be 
done by putting the eggs in a box and 
turning the box or by pLaetug the eggs 
on a rack or turning tray. 

The cut shown above, and taken 
from Poultry Keeper, is the best 
method for turning eggs. No. 1 is the 
tray r.-aJy for the eggs. No. ‘J is a 
V-shaped wood trough as long as the 
tray is wide, ’.-inch square aud planed 
dun-n to the V-shape. No. 3 is a roller 
?4 or ,T„-iuch in diameter (window cur- 
tain ruHcrs may be used) and as long 
as tbe \'-shaped sticks. Use stout wire 
at tbe back end, cut it off about an 
iuch long aud drive it into the center 
of the roller. L'se wood 1:'X inches 
wide aud !4-inch thick fur pulleys in 
front. Using l;;.'-inch screws, and over 
the screws drive wire brads such as 
the manufacturers of blinds use, 
atniigUteuing them out and then bend- 
ing them so as Ui tit the screw and go 
into the ent in the screw so it will not 
tarn in the pulley. Set the pulleys ‘J 
inchesapart from center to center. Fif- 
teen rollers may be put in one tray aud 
eight eggs on one roller.

botbom of tbe jar on account of the 
water entering through the small 
holes in the bottom. But when tbe 
water penetrates into the liottle within 
the box aud mixes with the powder it 
produee.s a great quantitj- of carbonic 
acid gas, which expels the water 
through tbe box and allows the latter 
to rise to the top of tbe jar, the ga.s in- 
side keeping the inner disc of the valve 
full against the interior. When, how- 
ever. the cork outside rises to the top 
of the water it releases the valve and 
the gas esca|iea The box is now in its 
first condition, aud the water, being 
eimbled tu enter by the holes at the 
bottom, again fills the Ihix and sinks it 
until the gas is once more formed, 
when it rises anew to the surface. 
This rise and flow will continue for 
some time. This curious experiment 
may be performed on a larger scale in 
a water tank of a bath, the box, of 
coarse, being made in proportion. — N. 
Y. Uecorder.
